1 . Claims 1-29, 42-53 are presented for examination. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-29, 42-53 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-29, 42-53 include allowable subject matter since the prior art made of 
record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or suggest 
the claimed limitations. Ooishi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 20020051404), and others, does 
not teach the claimed invention having a DLL controller having a selector connected to 
the DLL for selectively activating a DLL control signal during test mode of the memory 
device to prevent the DLL from performing the synchronization operation during the test 
mode as described in Figure 2, 222.
